The inhabitants of the Town of Groton, who are legal voters 
in Town Meeting, are hereby notified and warned to meet at the 
‘Community Hall in Groton Village on Tuesday, March 7, 1972 at 
12:30 o'clock in the afternoon to act on the following articles, to 
wit: 


ARTICLE 1. To elect a moderator for the ensuing year. 
ARTICLE 2. To elect a Town Clerk for three years. 
ARTICLE 3. To take action on the Town Report as printed. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will empower and au- 
thorize the Selectmen to appoint a Road Commissioner. 


ARTICLE. 5. To elect all necessary Town Officers, and to 
fix their compensation, and to elect Union School District #21 
School Directors, 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to fix the date 
of payment of Poll Taxes as August 10th, after which date said 
taxes shall become delinquent. :
